Celebrate Church 
Unity Conclave 

At a meeting of the Catholic Stu- 
dents Mission Crusade, the crusaders 
voted to make the Church Unity 
Octave, an eight day period of pray- 
er for the Unity of Christians in the 
Fold of Peter. The octave is ob- 
served annually throughout the 
world; from the Feast of the chair of 
St. Peter, January 18, to the Feast of 
the Conversion of St. Paul, January 
25th. This year it was offered with 
the special petition that the evils 
which threaten mankind may be 
averted through the grace of God 
and His Most Holy Will. 

In initiating the Church Unity Oc- 
tave at Graymoor in the year 1908, 
Father Paul Francis was not ac- 
tuated to do so by a mere momen- 
tary impulse or conceited human 
whim. His act was the result of a 
deeply rooted conviction implanted, 
we can believe with due reverence, 
by the Holy Spirit, as a result of 
prayer and study, and, as events 
have proved, it has come to exert a 
world wide influence for good in 
promoting amity among Christians 
of all denominations, the while it has 
also reaped a rich fruitage in bring- 
ing many precious souls to the 
Fountain of all Grace, the Holy, 
Catholic, Apostolic Church. 

Father Paul Francis labored in- 
cessantly in promoting the Octave 
of Prayer, making it one of the prin- 
cipal ideals to be attained by the 
Religious Institute which he founded 
at Graymoor — an institute which has 
been repeatedly blessed by succes- 
sive Sovereign Pontiffs and by mem- 
bers of the Catholic Hierarchy all 
over the world.

Orchids to Mrs. John Fiest for her excellent 
direction of the play ‘‘Seven Sisters,” a comedy in 
three acts' by Herczeg. Mrs. Fiest labored under a 
handicap in the production of a comedy, difficult even 
for professionals.

One of the most familiar pictures of Our Blessed 
Mother, and at the same time perhaps the least under- 
stood as to its signification, is that of Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help. Maintained by some to have been 
painted as early as the fifth century, by others as late 
as the fifteenth, this masterpiece has been preserved 
since 1866 by the order of Pope Pius IX, in the Church 
of St. Alphonsus Liguori, in Rome,

There are various elements in the picture, sub- 
the exact interpretation of the theme, which must be 
fully understood before an appreciation of the picture 
can be had. It is noted that the countenance of our 
Blessed ady wears an anxious, pained expression. Can 
the cause of this be found in the picture? Assuredly, 
for upon investigation it wilLl be clear that on either 
side of the Virgin Mother are the Archangels Michael 
and Gabriel, bearing the weapons of the Passion of 
Christ. A foreknowledge of this dreadful event, no 
doubt, escapes the heart of Mary, and reposes, in a 
resigned yet fearful waiting, on her otherwise heaven- 
ly countenance. 

Another phase of the picture which is generally 
questioned, but scarcely ever answered sufficiently, 
Not only does this detail indicate a flight of the Child 
is that concerning the loosened shoe on the Infant Jesus, 
from danger and a safety found only in the arms of 
His mother, but according to the Jewish law its smbol- 
ism lies even deeper. Under the old dispensation, the 
putting off of the shoe had a threefold meaning: It 

indicated the yielding of a person’s rights to another, 
a desire on the part of the person to be regarded as 
a captive or servant, and a readiness for the advent 
of infamy and reproach. 

This traditional significance completes the thought 
of the picture. The Infant Savior, through His Divine 
Maturity, sees the fate that is in store for Him. He 
recognizes in it the will of His Heavenly Father, and 
although the entire submission will be painful to His 
human nature and will cause His dear mother almost 
inhuman suffering, nevertheless His “Fiat” is complete, 
the people who, instrumentally, are demanding His 
Willingly, will He sacrifice Himself for the salvation of 
death. This simple, little gesture of pulling of a shoe 
is, therefore, a powerful proof of Divine ove, Divine 
Acquiescense, and Divine Abnegation.

We are now urged to pray that 
these same evil forces may not prevail but that the 
voice of Pius XII, the greatest force for a true Christian 
peace, may be heard and heeded. 

In his first Encyclical and later in his address to 
the Cardinals on Christmas Eve, 1939, our Holy Father 
clearly exposed the root evils whence are derived the 
present world disturbances and detailed the means to 
be adopted to secure a true lasting peace with justice. 
There can be no true peace unless men again cherish 
the bond of Christian charity uniting the whole human 
family as children of one Father and redeemed by one 
Savior. Rulers and peoples must remember that the 
State is not a deity to be worshiped nor a power free 
from God’s supreme dominion, but dependent upon and 
responsible to God. 



Heroic Dust is an historical novel dealing with 
events of the French Revolution. Theodora Dehon, 
the author, carries her Catholic and Royalist characters 
through their lives of terror and starvation under the 
governments of the Convention and the Directory, and 
through the gradual improvement of conditions under 
the Thermidean Reaction and the advent of Napoleon. 

This is an authentic story of incidents and of the 
people involved. Their story has been handed down 
from generation to generation both by tradition and 
in letters that are extant Action centers around Louis 
Auguste Gotheir de Boisdesert, son of a noble, a roy- 
alist, whose words show the royalist attitude toward the 
government. Jean Francois de Royville, civil leader, 
and moderate revolutionist, represents the leavening 
influence of the day. His daughter provides the love 
interest of the story. The radical revolutionist, the 
fanatic and inciter of the people, is impersonated by 
Paul Ciroteau. 

Here is a book that affords pleasure in the read- 
ing while giving a broad knowledge. The isolated 
villages, the backwoods of France, are described clearly 
and authentically. A glimpse into the old French life 
of the peasant is contrasted with the order of the 
Revolution. From the standpoint of history it deals 
with that side of the revolution about which generally 
little is said. To afford pleasure and relaxation while 
reading, it is simply yet vividly written holding the 
attention without effort.

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What is Braille? The answer— it is a wonderful system 
by which a blind person is able, through the sense of touch, 
to read! The history — in the early part of the eighteenth 
century Valentine Hauy, a Frenchman, printed some books 
with raised letters. This was developed later by Louis Braille, 
himself blind from the age of three, who perfected a combina- 
tion scheme of six dots, arranged in two vertical, parallel col- 
umns, representing letters find contractions. The blind “read- 
er” runs his finger tips over the dots, and translates them 
into words. Heredas! 

The world’s best literary gems are being transcribed into 
Braille by certified students. These latter after having com- 
pleted a prescribed course of ten exercises in Braille transcrip- 
tion, submit the test to the Braille Transcribing Section. Li- 
brary of Congress, Washington, D. C., for criticism. Follow- 
ing this, the student must complete a forty page trial manu- 
script. If this is approved, a certificate declaring the recipi- 
ent to be an accepted Braille transcriber, is given. 

It sounds interesting, doesn’t it? It is! Why not get 
more information on “How to Become a Braille Transcriber,” 
and help the blind to see!
